I wrote tho record of 
that observation with the closest at- 
tention. 


"After parting company with Peary, 


1 did not Immediately turn back, but 
continued onward for six miles to al- 
low for the Ice movement and to make 
sure that I really had obtained die 
British record. Then, with two Eski- 
mos, 
one sledgo and eighteen dogs, I 


turned south and started on the home- 
ward Jonrnoy, sad nt heart that It was 
not my fortune to be able to go on 
with tho commander. But 1 wan in 
His bands, to go when and where ho 
directed. 


"The return trip to Capo Columbia 


was uneventful.

were

Captain Bartlett made the interest-

says, "in the arts is important; in religion, indispensable." 


• It is also desirable that they should bo made acquainted in the 


course.of their studies with the history of our country, with the ori- 
gin and principles of its government, and with the eminent men 
who have served it by their statesmanship and defended it by their 
civic rights and duties, and contribute to make them enlightened 
citizens and devoted patriots.

But it is not enough for children to have a secular education; 


they must receive also a religious tracing. Indeed, religious knowl- 
edge is as far above human science us the.soul is above the body, tu 
heaven is above the earth, as eternity is above time. The' llttlo 
child that is familiar with the Christian-cathechlsm is really more 
enlightened on truth that should come to dvery rational mind than 
the most profound phiiosphers of pagan antiquity, or even than . 
many of the so-called philosophors of our own times. He lias' mas- 
tered the great problem of life. 'He knows his origin.; his' sublime 
destiny and the means of attalnirig.it, a knowledge.that no human 
science can impart without the liglit of revelation.- 


The cathechetical'instruction given, once a week in our Sunday 


schools, though productive of very beneficial results/are insufficient 
to supply the religious wants of our children. They should, as far 
as; possible, breathe every day-' a healthy religious atmosphere in 
those schools In which not only is their mind enlightened, but the 
s«eds of faith, piety and sound morality are nourished and invigor- 
ated. 
By what principle of justice can you store their mind wiU- 


earthly knowledge for several hours each day, while their heart, 
which requires far more cultivation, must be content with the pal- 
try allowance of a few weekly lessons? 


Nor am I unmindful of the bUssed influence of a home educa- 


tion, and especially of a mother's tutelage. 
As she is her child's 


first instructor, her lessons are the most deep and lasting. The in- 
.timate knowledge she has acquired of ker child's character by con- 
stant intercourse, the tender love subsistine between them, and the in- 
bounded confidence placed in her. by her pupil, impart to her in- 
structions a force and conviction wkich no other teacher ean hope 
to wi».

And granting even that the mother lm» done her duty, the child's 


training does not end with the mother, but'it will be supplemented 
by a curriculum In other schools. And of what avail Is a mother's 
toil if the seeds of faith that she has planted attnin a sickly growth 
in the cheerless atmosphere of a schoolroom from which the sun. of 
religion is rigidly excluded? 


Year cries to year as they pasa me by, example to example, sin 


to sin; all write in flaming letters the one deep need, the one panacea, 
the most universal and far-reaching remedy for our bleeding body 
politic, our sin-sick motherland: "Let religion in the schools." And 
when I say religion, I mean religlon-not sentimentality, not phil- 
anthropy, not haze, not dreams, but religion; deep, high, supernat- 
ural, practical.
